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The Priest's Prayer Book has been drawn iip to assist the Clergy 
in those occasional Parochial Ministrations K)r which the Book of 
Common Prayer does not make provision. Many detached and 
partial eflforts have been made to meet this want, and in particular 
much has been done to aid the Parish Priest in pastoral visita- 
tion of the sick. 

But for more than three himdred years the Church of England 
has been without a portable Sacerdotal, and the manifest incon- 
venience from the want of it must be thejustification of the pre- 
sent volume, while the novelty and difficulty of the task are 
pleaded by the Editors in palliation of its many defects. 

It has been compiled from a great variety of Service-books of 
the Eastern and Western Church, from many devotional and 
ascetic writings, and in part from the practical experience of the 
Editors, and is designed as a supplement to the Book of Common 
Prayer, but in no sense as a Substitute for it ; for which reason 
it does not reproduce any matter which may be found there. 

Although mainly designed for the public ministrations of the 
Clergy, their more personal needs have not been neglected ; and 
in particular, a large body of Private Prayers and Intercessions has 
been provided, to meet tnose special requirements of the Clerical 
Hfe which are for the most part passed over in ordinary manuals 
of devotion. Want of room has forbidden the insertion of the 
Canonical Hours, since they alone, if fiilly set forth, would fill a 
volume larger than the present one. 

The Offices are all cast in the mould of ritual forms which have 
been tested by the use of many centuries, and some few of them 
are unchanged versions of ancient Services. But the Editors 
have held themselves at liberty to exercise the same privilege of 
choice and adaptation to existing needs as was freely assumed by 
the mediaeval compilers of similar manuals, since their object has 
been to produce a practical Office-book, not a liturgical curiosity. 
The structure of the majority of the Offices will be familiar to all 
who are acquainted with that of the " Hours" of the Western 
Church, framed as they are of a sequence of Hymns, Psalms, 
Scriptures, and Collects, broken up by Versicles and Responses. 
This form has been adopted, not merely because of its variety ass^A. '^

the Sick. A rigid and invariable form, even if appropriate, either 
causes wearisome repetition, or compels the substitution of one 
that is inappropriate, for the sake oi change ; and this iuconve- 
nience makes itself especially felt when the Priest has to pay 
constant visits to a single case, or else to many cases of the same 

The structure, then, of these Offices consists of two parts. The 
first invariable, and giving its tone and character to the whole 
form. The second variable, within certain limits, in order to 
admit of diversity. The Invocation, Loed's Prayer, and Creed, 
followed bjr Versicles and Responses, with which each Office 
begins, are intended to be invariable. The first of these Versicles 
and Responses sounds the key-note of the entire Office. Next 
follows the Antiphon to the Psalms, which brings out the special 
intention with wnich the PsaJm is to be recited. Several appli- 
cable Psalms are then given, one of which wiU iu most cases 
suffice. The Antiphon is then repeated, to recal the intention. 
To this succeeds a short Scripture reading, at the close of which 
are indicated such Epistles and Gospels of the Prayer Book as 
are suitable to the case in hand, together with a reference to an 
Appendix of about fifty Readings, chiefly from less familiar parts 
of Holy Scripture, one of which may be substituted for that in 
the body of the Office. The lesson to be drawn from the Scrip- 
ture reading is marked by Versicles and Responses which follow 
immediately upon it, and form part of the fixed framework. Next 
comes the precatory portion, consisting of the Kyrie, Lord's 
Prayer, and suffrages, followed by a Collect, which may be aug- 
mented by or changed for certain of those in the Prayer Book, or 
in a copious Appendix of upwards of a hundred and thirty Col- 
lects and other prayers adapted for the sick, which are indicated. 
FiuaUy, each Office closes with a suitable Benediction. Still 
further variety may be obtained by the use of one of the Hymns 
for the Sick, which may be either emploved as a general Reading, 
or be incorporated in the Office. In tne latter case it should be 
inserted either just before the Antiphon to the Psalm, or just 
after the Responses to the Scripture Reading. If an Office of 
any peculiar cnaracter, not provided in the volume, be required, 
it may readily be framed by reference to the classified table of 
Psalms, Collects, Epistles, and G-ospels, which has been added for 
this purpose. 

Versicles and Responses have been largely employed, instead of 
a mere unbroken sequence of Psalms and Collects : (1) Because 
the Church never contemplates the use of an Office, however pri- 
vate, in which the people have no audible part: (2) Because a 
more fervent and ejaculatory character is thus given to the ser- 
vice : (3) Because they serve to keep the si)ecific character of 
each Office unchanged, however much its variable portions may 
be shifted. 

Where there is no person present able to make the Responses, 
' ^^ OjScmnt ebould recite them together with his own part, 
/ exactly as in the private recitation of Matins and'Eveii^OTi^. 
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Although the Offices may at the first glance appear somewhat 
intricate, practice will speedily show that they possess at once the 
qualities of simplicity and breviiy. 

It is unnecessary to speak in detail of all the other Offices, but 
it will be well to say a few words concerning some of them. That of 
Thanksgiving after Celebrating has been substituted for the one 
in ordinary use, because of its greater beauty and more Eucha- 
ristic character. It has not, the Editors believe, been accessible 
in English before. 

Some of the Benedictions are properly Episcopal, but as a 
matter of order and not of essential right, and therefore may be 
pronounced by a Priest when the ministration of a Bishop cannot 
be obtained. 

When the greater number of religious processions was abolished 
at the Reformation, that for the circuit of a parish in E/Ogation- 
Tide was expressly retained, and a general indication was given 
in the Elizabethan Injunctions of the kind of service to be used, 
pointing clearly to the ancient Office. The custom of beating the 
bounds still continues, but its religious associations have, for the 
most part, disappeared. As the Harvest Festival has bepin to 
resume its old place, and to supersede the village revel, so it may 
be hoped that the Bogation Office in this volume, based as it is on 
the ancient rite, may assist in reclaiming another usage for the 
Church. 

The rapid multiplication of Churches, Religious Houses, Par- 
sonages, and Schools, has created a demand for suitable services 
to mark their commencement and completion, and the Editors 
have endeavoured to meet this want by the insertion of several 
appropriate Offices. 

in the School Prayers, and elsewhere, the Hymn is not given, 
though its place is marked. This is to allow for the change of 
seasons, and the variation of local Hynmals. 

The Collects in the Priest's Prayer Book, of which there are 
upwards of three hundred, have, for the most part, been drawn 
from ancient, and in many instances obscure sources. In cases 
where suitable Collects did not present themselves, the Editors 
have endeavoured to frame appropriate ones resembling in cha- 
racter those in the Book of Common Prayer, to which familiar 
type the majority of the others also conform. 

The Notes on the Visitation of the Sick, Confession, and Direc- 
tion, towards the close of the Volume, have been most carefully 
drawn up from a wide induction of books and experience. They 
have, for the sake of terseness and facility of reference, been cast 
in the form of maxims, rather than in that of a connected treatise. 
The Instructions on Sins and their B^medies, and on the chief 
truths and duties of Christianity, have been added by the Editors 
to assist their younger brethren in their ministrations among tiie 
erring and uninstructed, whether sick or whole.

1. The Clepgyman should remem- 
ber that he visits the sick as a Priest, 
not as a mere sympathizing friend. 
He has to do for the soul of the sick 
man what the physician has to do 
for his body, — to ascertain the dis- 
ease, and apply the remedies. 

2. All bodily as well as spiritual 
sickness is the consequence of sin, 
personal or original, therefore the 
time of sickness especially calls for 
the ministration of the physician of 
the soul. 

3. The soul and body react upon 
one another, so that in sickness of 
the body the soul also suffers from 
torpor or undue sensitiveness, for 
either of which the Priest must make 
allowance in drawing his conclusions 
as to the spiritual condition of the 
sick man. 

4. Therefore the Priest should 
visit at a time when the patient is 
least under these disturbing influ- 
ences, i.e. generally speaking, from 
11 a.m. to 3 p.m., of course avoiding 
the patient's meal time. Evening 
visits often destroy his night's rest, 
and should never be made except in 
case of great urgency. 

5. In the evening the mind of the 
sick man is most of all out of tune. 
Expressions of religious feeUng are 
then especially untrustworthy, being 
generally the result of mere physical 
excitement or exhaustion. 

6. A quarter of an hour is gene- 
rally long enough for a visit. When 
the patient is very languid a much 
shorter one is desirable. 

7. Never, except in extreme cases, 
visit a sick man more than once a 
day. (1) Because too frequent calls 
lower his estimate of the religious 
character of the act. (2) Because 
they are mostly a source of both 
mental and physical distress and ir- 
ritation to him. 

8. If you have made an appoint- 



ment for a sick call, be very punc- 
tual, for the strain of watching for a 
delayed visit is exciting and hurtful. 

9. Never allow a patient to be 
awakened. 

10. On entering, give the saluta- 
tion, " Peace be to this house." 

11. Enter and leave the sick 
chamber without lingering, but also 
without abruptness or hurry. 

12. Avoid all noise, as the sudden 
closing of doors, loud talking, &c., 
but do not speak too low to the pa- 
tient himself, nor whisper to his 
friends in the room such things as 
he is not intended to hear. This is 
especially important if the person be 
seemingly imconscious, for the sense 
of hearing is often retained in such 



13. Clear the room if crowded. 

14. Do not sit on nor touch the 
bed. 

15. Never let a patient stand. 

16. Vary your visits, in long cases, 
as much as possible, by bringing pic- 
tures, books, &c. 

17. Avoid gossip, but if you can 
give pleasant intelUgence do so. 

18. Speak calmly and gently, but 
decidedly and concisely. Bead 
slowly and distinctly. 

19. Never preach or pray at the 
sick. In the case of hardened sin- 
ners trust to private intercession, 
and when with them pray in the 
first person — "we," "us," — not in 
the third. 

20. Do not begin arguing with 
sick dissenters ; find some point of 
agreement with them, and so lead 
them on. 

21. Avoid giving false encourage- 
ment as to recovery, and also over- 
commiseration. 

22. Find or suggest some occu- 
pation for the sick ^et^csv^.^ '^ ^<sa«-^ 
Bible. .^ X

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variance with any one, to send a 
verbal message of kindliness by the 
Priest. 



24. A summons to a private Bap- 
tism should be attended to without 
the least delay. The Priest is ad- 
vised to take a surplice, stole, vessel, 
and fair linen cloth. 

25. On first visiting a new case he 
should ascertain whether the patient 
has been baptized. If not, he should 
at once begin to instruct him for 
Baptism, as the Office for the Visi- 
tation of the Sick is intended only 
for the baptized. 

26. If the sick person be near 
death, he is to be briefly instructed 
in the following truths : the Holy 
Trinity, the Incarnation, the Atone- 
ment, and its application through 
the Sacraments. 

27. On the sick man's expression 
of behef in these truths, and of sor- 
row for his past sins, the Priest may 
proceed to baptize him. 

28. The OflBce to be used will be 
The Office for the Baptism of those 
of Biper Years, with such abridg- 
ment as may be necessary. 

29. Very ignorant persons, un- 
&miliar with prayers, should be 
taught short Acts of Devotion. The 
following may serve : 

I. Act of Faith. 
I beheve in Thee, O QtOD the 
Fatheb, my Maker. I beheve in 
Thee, O God the Son, my Savioxtb. 
I believe in Thee, O G-od the Holt 
Ghost, my Helper. Glory be to 
Thee, O Holy Teinitt, Three Per- 
sons and One God. Amen. 

II. Act of Hope, 

merciful God, in Thee is my 
hope ; O cast not out my soul, but 
save it for Jesus Cheist's sake. 
Amen. 

III. Act ofLwe, 

1 love Thee, O Fathee, Who 
didst give Thy Son for me. I love 
Thee, O Cheist, Who didst die for 



me. I love Thee, O Holt Ghost, 
Who dost bless me. Amen. 

rV. Act qf Sorrow, 

O God, I repent of aU my sins 

against Thee, forgive me, and make 

me holy for Jesus Ohbist^s sake. 

Amen. 

Some of the Ejaculations, pp. 7 
and 80 (No. 69), may also be taught 
to the sick. 

30. On a first visit the Pnest 
should impress upon the patient 
that sickness is of God's permission, 
and is the consequence of sin, ori- 
ginid or personal. The Exhortation 
in the Visitation Office, read with 
comments, is suitable for this pur- 
pose. 

31. The sick poor are generallj 
more struck with what is read oat 
of their own Bible and Prayer Book. 
This should be remembered if what 
is to be read is likely to be strange 
to them. 

32. When a general idea of sin 
has been impressed on the patient, 
the fact of his own personal sinful- 
ness should be urged on him. 

33. With those who assert that 
they have never done any harm, the 
Priest should explain that sins of 
omission are as bad as sins of com- 
mission ; e.g., to starve a child is sb 
bad as to poison it. 

34. In examination of conscience 
the Priest may emploY the Notes on 
the Conmiandments ^>p. 126, 127). 
The explanation of our duties in the 
Catechism, if used, would reoal eariy 
teaching. I 

35. Many who are prejudiced || 
against the word '< Confession" will 
gladly avail themselves of the thing^ 
&' suggested to them -with tact, and 
without abruptness. 

36. To do this, the Priest may 
suggest to the patient such con- 
siderations as the comfort of making 
a clean breast ; the danger to him- 
self of underrating or ignoring real 
evils; and the greater Ukelihood 
that the Priest can give him usefiil 
advice and real consolation, if he i 
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knows what kind of life he has 
hitherto led. Quotations from the 
Exhortation to Commimion may be 
cited with advantage. 

37. In case the sick man has 
wronged another either by word or 
deed, the fidlest restitution possible 
should be urged upon him. 

38. Where enmity has existed, 
the sick man shall be asked whether 
he can fully and freely assent to 
the following declaration of forgive- 
ness: 

" I humbly beg forgiveness of all 
whom I have injured ; I heartily 
forgive all who have injured me, 
that I myself may be forgiven my 
sins, for Jesus Chbist's sake. 
Amen." 



39. The Communion of the sick 
should be celebrated, as regards 
altar furniture and ritual, with as 
much resemblance as possible to 
the service in Church. This will 
impress the identity of the rite on 
the sick. 

40. The Priest should carry with 
him the Vessels, &c., and would do 
well to take not only the Wine, but 
also the Bread and the Water. He 
should have a spoon with which to 
commimicate the sick, in case of 
difficulty of swallowing. Small 
pocket Communion plate is unde- 
sirable. 

41. The same amount of intelli- 
gent Mth in the Holy Eucharist is 
not to be exacted from all classes of 
persons. It suffices that a com- 
municant should beUeve that our 
LoBD Jesus Chbist feeds our souls 
with His Body and Blood, and that 
he come to the Sacrament with sor- 
row for past sins, and resolve of 
amendment. 

42. It is well to have a district 
visitor or other fit person to make 
the responses, who might also be 
instructed to prepare the sick room 
for the celebration. 

43. The Priest should inquire as 
to the sick person's capability of 
swallowing, or retaining food. If 



the answers are so unsatis£Gu;tory as 
to involve the risk of any irrever- 
ence, he should confine himselj^ for 
the time being, to the use of the 
Office for Spiritual Communion (p. 
48.) 

44. Before begummg to celebrate, 
he should inquire who among those 
present design to communicate, 
and should arrange them conve- 
niently. 

45. In chronic cases, the sick 
should communicate at least as fre- 
quently as during previous health. 
The Collect, Epistle, and Gospel/or 
the day may be fitly used. 

46. Unconfirmed children, if in- 
telligent, and otherwise fitly dis- 
posed, should be communicated 
when in danger of death. 

47. Adults of feeble mind, and 
deaf and dumb persons, may also 
be communicated, if they show faith 
and penitence according to the mea- 
sure of their capacity. 

48. Insane persons may be com- 
municated during lucid intervals, 
provided their previous life has not 
made them unfit. 

49. Idiots, and insane persons, 
during aberration, are never to be 
communicated. 



50. The Priest would often do well 
to confer with the medical attendant 
as to the exact condition of the sick 
person. He may thus, by remind- 
ing those about the sick of the me- 
dical instructions as to diet, ven- 
tilation, visits of friends, &c., assist 
the cure, and also aid in checking 
infection and panic in epidemic 
cases. He may often prevent the 
spread of sickness by recommending 
attention to personal cleanliness, 
drainage, ventilation (especially in 
bed-rooms), warm clothing, &c. 

51. Wine or brandy should not 
be provided without the permission 
of the medical man. 

52. As a personal precaution, the 
Priest should take food before visit- 
ing infectious cases, except, of course, 
when about to celebrate the Holy 



^ 
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Communion, and should stand to 
" windward" of such patients. 

53. In cose of sudden insensi- 
bility from fisuntness or loss of blood, 
with pallor of facet let the patient 
be laid horizontal, and the head 
low. Loose the dress about the 
throat and chest, and give warm 
brandy and water. If accom- 
panied with struggling and redness 
of face t the head should be raised, 
after loosening the dress, and no 
stimulants given. The room must 



be cleared, and cold water sprinkled 
on the &ce. 

54. In case of poisoning, the 
stomach should be relieyed by co- 
pious draughts of warm salt and 
water or mustard and water. If 
by opium, keep the patient awake 
by any means till the arriyal of the 
medical man ; e.g., by making him 
walk barefoot on a stone floor. Ko 
antidotes should be giren ¥rithout 
medical advice. 



NOTES ON CONFESSION. 



1. The Confessional is the tri- 
bunal of mercy, not that of justice. 

2. The practice of Cheist in deal- 
ing with smners is the pattern which 
a Confessor should set before him. 

3. Therefore the qualities of a 
good Confessor are (1) gentleness in 
receiving sinners ; (2) penetration in 
dealing with them; (3) vigour in re- 
buking, and in applying remedies. 

4. The church, or at least its 
vestry, is the proper place for hear- 
ing Confessions. Avoid hearing 
them,, especially those of women, in 
private houses, save in the case of 
sick persons. 

5. Let all be done with as little 
mystery as~possible, and as openly 
as is consistent with the nature of 
the ordinance. 

6. The Priest, when hearing Con- 
fessions, should be vested in cas- 
sock, surplice, and violet or black 
stole. 

7. A quarter of an hour is usually 
a sufficient time for an ordinary 
Confession. 

8. Cases may occur when longer 
time is required. The Priest should 
not hurry the penitent, nor betray 
weariness or impatience at the time 
which is occupied. 

9. Therefore it is well not to fix 
Bach a time for hearing Confession. 

aa must ensure great brie&ess, e.g., 
Just before Divine Service. 



10. Before hearing the Confession 
of a stranger, it is expedient to in- 
quire his occupation and position in 
Hfe; whether he have ever con- 
fessed before, and if so, how long 
since, and why he has changed bis 
Confessor; whether he has com- 
plied with the directions last given 
him ; whether, if he be an ignorant 
person, he knows the Greed and the 
Ten Commandments ; but the Priest 
has no right to ask lus name. 

11. In ordinary cases, it is weD 
that the heads (but only the heads) 
of the confession be written down 
by the penitent, that the Priest 
may refer to them in making his 
comments. The order of the De- 
calogue is the most convenient. 

12. Penitents who come without 
previous preparation should be sent 
back, unless the want of preparation 
arises from ignorance, or from wme 
sudden cause needing prompt at- 
tention. 

13. The Priest should pay special 
attention to class sins ; e.g., dis- 
honesty amongst traders, drunken- 
ness amongst the poor, sloth and 
luxury amongst the rich, formalism 
amongst Clergy, &c. 

14. He is not to interrupt tiie 
penitent, as a rule^ so long as he 
goes on with his confession, but he 
TOKy \XL>^er^^ \a \!L«b^ when &ar or 

y \gIiOTraiCA^iaA^D»lS&»\\£CEQu 
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15. He is to interrupt in any of 
the following cases : (1) if the pe- 
nitent import the name of any per- 
son into his confession — ^he is there 
to confess his own sins, not an- 
other's ; (2) if he begin making ex- 
cuses for himself ; (3) if he be prolix, 
or wandering from the point ; (4) if 
he be coarse. 

16. The Priest is to be especially 
careful not to allow any token of 
astonishment or disgust to escape 
him, lest he should repel or dis- 
hearten the penitent. 

17. As a general rule, he is to 
avoid questioning the penitent (ex- 
cept in case of absolute necessity), 
and especially as to kinds of sin to 
which he has made no reference in 
his confession. Questions are worse 
than useless when he can gather as 
much as is needful for him to know 
without them. . 

18. He should always inquire 
whether the penitent has performed 
the penance last enjoined him, and 
whether he has tried to make amends 
in case of wrong-doing. Other cases 
in which he should question are — 
(1) when a penitent is too ignorant, 
too nervous, or too timid to make a 
continuous statement ; (2) when the 
Priest has reason to suspect that 
some important particukur, which 
either aggravates the offence or is 
necessaiT to account for it, is kept 
back; (3) when it is needful for 
him to know whether the sin con- 
fessed is an isolated act or part of a 
chain of habit; (4) when he has 
from other sources knowledge of sin 
which the penitent has not con- 
fessed; (5) when he has reason to 
believe that the penitent is uncon- 
scious of, or imderrates, some sin. 
In a word, the duty of a confessor 
is to ascertain what is the real bur- 
den on the penitent's soul. 

19. The Priest should take most 
especial care not to suggest any new 
sin^ idea to the mind of the peni- 
tent, nor to teach him any evil for- 
merly unknown to him. 

20. When a penitent is afraid to 
confess anj particular sin, the Priest 



may often encourage him by assum- 
ing that his sin is much graver than 
any which he is likely to have com- 
mitted. 

21. A frequent change of Confes- 
sors is to be discouraged ; for such 
change is often due to mere caprice, 
or to an unwillingness to break off 
habits which the former confessor has 
condemned, and which it is hoped 
that the new one may overlook. 

22. Cases in which Absolution 
should be refused or deferred are as 
follows: (1) when the Confession 
appears to be merely formal, without 
any real penitence ; (2) when the pe- 
nance enjoined at a previous Con- 
fession has been neglected ; (3) when 
no signs appear of any effort being 
made to overcome the besetting sin ; 
(4) when the penitent declines to 
avoid company and places, out of 
the path of his duty, which tempt 
him to sin; (5) when no attempt 
at forgiveness, amends, or restitu- 
tion has been made in the case of 
enmity, scandal, or wrong-doing; 
(6) when the Priest knows that the 
penitent is keeping back some sin 
which he ought to confess. 

23. The Priest should carefully 
impress upon penitents that pe- 
nances are in no respect payment or 
atonement for sin. They are merely 
(1) tests of contrition, by showing 
readiness on the part of the penitent 
to undergo punishment; (2) reme- 
dies to prevent the repetition of sin. 

24. Penances must be adapted to 
the age, sex, condition, and spiritual 
needs of each penitent ; e.g., fe,sting 
is unsuitable for invaUds and chil- 
dren, and long forms of devotion 
for the ignorant. 

25. The spiritual questions to be 
considered in imposing penances are 
(1) the degree of sinfidness ; (2) the 
condition of the penitent ; (3) the 
amount of correction needful. The | 
severity as well as the kind of pe- 
nance will vary according to these 
conditions. 

26. A good penance is one ^VjdsJss.

NOTES ON DIEEOTION. 



27. A penance is a bad one which 
is unduly seyere or lax, op -which 
consists of minute op complicated 
details difficult to be carried out. 

28. Eemedial penances commonly 
consist of acts of a nature directly 
opposite to that of the sins com- 
mitted. Fop examples, see pp. 127 
—129. 

29. In estimating the gravity of 
a fault, the Confessor should re- 
member that its heinousness de- 
pends rather on the premeditation 
with which it has been committed, 
than upon the consequences which 
it inyolves. 

30. The Confessor should endea- 
Tour to ascertain what is the beset-, 
ting sin of the penitent, and should 
direct his efforts and arrange his 
penances rather for its eradication 
than for the suppression of any 
casual manifestation of sin. 

31. It is an offence of the very 
grayest kind for the Priest to dis- 



close what has been revealed to him 
in Sacramental Confession. His 
silence must extend (1) to all things 
actually confessed, of which he may 
not speak out of the confessional 
even to the penitent himself except 
by the desire or permission of the 
latter ; (2) to the offences of other 
persons casually referred to in con- 
fession, and not otherwise known to 
the Priest ; (3) to all hints, inuen- . 
does, or indirect references as to the 
matter of confession, and, as a rule, 
to the names of the penitents. If 
the Priest meet with a case with 
which he does not know how to 
deal, and for whose treatment he 
must seek advice, he should state it 
in such terms as to avoid identify- 
ing the person on whose behalf he 
makes the inquiries. The obliga- 
tion to silence on the part of fiie 
Priest does not terminate vdth the 
death of the penitent, but is per- 
petually bindiag. 



NOTES ON DIRECTION. 



1. The object of Direction is to 
form Jestts Cheist in the soul 
(Gal, iv. 19), and especially to give 
a religious tone to secular fife. 

2. Direction therefore is guidance 
in questions of practical action af- 
forded . to Christians in doubt or 
difficulty, by one who is wiser in 
spiritual matters than they. 

3. Therefore, unlike the Sacra- 
mental rites of the Church, the effi- 
cacy of Direction depends on the 
personal character and abilities of 
the Director. 

4s. It follows that although a 
Priest may not decline the office of 
Confessor, which is part of his or- 
dinary ministerial duty, he is at 
liberty to decHne that of a Director 
if he feel himself incompetent to 
fulfil its requirements. 

5. There is thus no necessary con- 



nection between the office of Di- 
rector and Con&Bsor, although for 
convenience' sake the7 are firequently 
combined. Thus the Exhortation in 
the Communion Office implies tiuit' 
*' ghostly Goimsel and advice" are to 
be sought for from the Priest vdio 
pronoimces " Absolution.*' 

6. As no sacerdotal character is 
necessary for giving advice in spirit- 
ual things, the office of Director may 
be, and often has been exercised by 
Laymen. 

7. The natural Director of a wife 
is her husband, of a child its pa- 
rents, and nothing but grave &ult8 of 
omission or commission can excuse 
the interposition of any other person, 
even of a Priest. 

8. Direction has chiefly to do witii 
adjusting the conflicting claims of 
Society and of the Ghimsh, of ood- 
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yentional laws and of Erangelioal 
precepts, and, in general, where 
temporal and spiritual well-being 
seem to be opposed. 

9. The adrice given, should be of 
an eminently practical nature, and 
take as a rule the common sense view 
of a subject. 

10. Therefore, whilst the best Di- 
rector is one who combines deep 
spirituality with profound intellect, 
yet, when these qualifications are not 
to be found imited, mental power 
and experience should have the pre- 
ference. 

11. A Director should confine 
himself to general guidance, and 
enter as Uttle as possible into minute 
details. He should endeavour rathei; 
to instil maxims and principles, than 
to construct a code of minute ob- 
servances. 

12. The amount of detail will vary 
according to the intelligence of the 
inquirer ; the less instructed he is, 
the more definite must be the rules 
laid down for his guidance. 

13. The Director should aim at 
strengthening the sense of personal 
responsibihty in those who consult 
him, and at increasing the sensi- 
tiveness and vigour of their con- 
sciences. 

14. Over-direction commonly wea- 
kens the conscience by leading per- 
sons to lean rather upon external 
aid than upon those natural instincts 
of right and wrong which have been 
impknted in them by God. A wise 
Physician will discourage the ha- 
bitual use of drugs, and will rather 
urge attention to regimen and ex- 
ercise. 

15. The Director should therefore 
reserve his aid for matters of real 
difficulty. If applied to in simple 
and obvious cases he should rather, 
by appealing to the conscience of the 
inquirer, endeavour to draw the an- 
swer from his Ups. 

16. To avoid the grave perils of 
over-direction, the Dhreotorwill take 
cture that the interviews which he 
grants shall be short and infire- 
quent. 



17. In matters of doubt or of con- 
flicting duties, the less pleasant way 
is usually the safer. 

18. Persons often imagine that 
they are compelled to commit one 
of two sins, and will seek coimsel as 
to which is the less heinous. The 
Director must always point out that 
such an alternative of moral evil is 
impossible. There must always be 
a right path, since otherwise G-OD 
would be the compeUer to sin. 

19. As the Director has to deal 
chiefly with external modes of action, 
his counsels must be indefinitely mo- 
dified according to the condition of 
those who consult him. 

20. He should remember that 
whilst it is impossible to fix the 
moral standard too high, the prac- 
tical standard in such matters' as 
devotions, almsgiving, acts of self- 
denial, &c., must fluctuate according 
to individual needs and circum- 
stances. 

21. In dealing with persons who 
are troubled with unnecessary scru- 
ples, the Director will do well to 
suggest some course of active em- 
plo^ent for both mind and body 
which shall aim at the benefit or 
pleasure of another, in order to draw 
them out of themselves. 

22. In the case of persons of a 
demonstrative temperament, if the 
Director has reason to suppose them 
unreal and sentimental, he may as- 
certain the truth, and often effect a 
cure by counselling them to under- 
take some benevolent work of a rou- 
tine and uninteresting description. 

23. With persons of highly 
wrought and enthusiastic tempera- 
ment, he should point out that the 
most obvious and commonplace 
duties, as they are the nearest, are 
also the most imperative, but if 
there be no signs of extravagance 
or neglect of local duties, the Di- 
rector should be careful not to 
check devotion which passes the or- 
dinary standard. 

24. A constant change of Di- 
rectors is imadvisable, but there are 
two cases in which it is desirable to 
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sever the connectioii between guide 
and pupiL (1.) When constraint 
has grown up between them, and 
they are no longer on a footing of 
mutual confidence. (2.) When the 



pupil exhibits too blind and slaYbh 
a compliance with the suggestions 
of the Director, and appears to be 
substituting his dictates for the ope- 
rations of conscience. 



NOTES ON SINS, AND THEIR REMEDIES. 



Sins. 
Selfishness, in one form or an- 
other, will be found to be at the 
root of all personal sin. The fol- 
lowing are the forms in which sin 
most commonly violates the com- 
mandments : — 

First Commandment, 
Determining to disbelieve in God 
through a desire to follow sin, or 
through pride of intellect — Ma^g 
a mock of rehgion or of sin — Put- 
ting some £riend in the place of 
God— Doing wrong things, or omit- 
ting right things, in order to please 
man — Adopting a conventional 
standard in religious practice, for 
fear of giving offence — Pursuing 
steadily, as the main object in life, 
something from which rehgion is 
banished—Showing disbehef in 
God's mercy by despairing, or in 
His justice by presuming — ^Putting 
off repentance from sloth or self- 
wilL 

Second Commandment. 
Neglect of Public Worship — of 
Baptism — Confirmation — Holy Eu- 
charist — ^Private Prayer — Going to 
Church from a wrong motive, e. g., 
respectabiUty, vanity, curiosity, or 
gossip, merely for the music or 
sermon — Improper thoughts or be- 
haviour at Church — ^Attending Dis- 
senting worship or rehgious meet- 
ings — Unnecessary perusal of un- 
sound books, or conversation on 
religious topics with unsound per- 
sons. 

Third Commandment. 
Profene swearing — Careless or ir- 
reverent use of holy names, writings, 



or things — Superstitious use of the 
same — Using as oaths phrases re- 
sembling or sfuggesting holy names 
—Hypocrisy — Mechanical recita* 
tion of prayers — ^TaUdng too freely 
on reUgious subjects, eyen if not in 
a bad spirit. 

Fourth Commandment. 
Laziness or misspending time — 
Procrastination — Unnecessary work 
on Sundays or Festivals — Ifimdng 
Church, or causing others to misi 
it, on Sundays. 

Fifth Commandment.

Remedies tob Snr. 

To uproot sin, uproot selfishness 
(Bom. xiii. 10) ; ror he who lives 
tor others will have less time and 
inclination for following his own 
sins. 

As a help to self-mortification, 
some voluntary act may be per- 



formed, in addition to the prescribed 
practice of the virtue directly con- 
trary to the sin which is to be over- 
come. 

It is, aa a general rule, inexpedient 
to impose additional devotions by 
way of penance, as this tends to de- 
grade prayer into a formal and irk- 
some task : some act involving self- 
denial will be found more useful. 

When a sinful use has been made 
of things lawful, abstain from the 
innocent use of such things. 

The Seven Deadly Sins will be 
found to include almost all ordinary 
offences. 

I. Pbide, i.e. thinking too highly 
of oneself, is the commonest form of 
selfishness. It includes unbelief^ 
ostentation, vanity, disobedience, 
and disrespect, harshness to infe- 
riors, spiritual self-conceit. Its con- 
trary virtue is Humihty. 

Remedies. — Discover the exact 
subject of the pride, in order to 
localize the treatment. 

If power or in/luenee, compare 
your influence with that of kings 
and emperors, and theirs in turn 
with God's. Test the degree of 
your influence by trying to over- 
come some settled abuse -, its extent 
by change of scene to some place 
where you are unknown ; its dura- 
tion by considering how long your 
labours are likely to survive you. 

If /knowledge or intellect, compare 
yours with thatof illustrious scholars, 
and theirs with God's omniscience. 
Sir I. Newton spoke of himself as a 
child picking up shells on the shore 
of the ocean of knowledge. Begin 
the study of a new and difficult 
subject. Seek the conversation of 
those superior to you in learning ; 
avoid the company of those who 
are likely to place you first. 

If wealthy consider how many 
things, and those the most valuable, 
it cannot buy, as health or peace of 
mind. It is not a possession, but 
a trust. Consider the poverty of 
our LoBD and His Apostles. 

If rank, consider that its origin 
was due to merit in the first pos- 
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seflsor, and that rank without merit 
is a disgrace. Our Lobd, though of 
royal descent, chose the life of an 
artizan, and refused to be made a 



physical gifts, consider their 
short duration, and their liability to 
be lost by sickness or age. 

If character or reputation, con- 
sider whether people would praise 
you if they knew all your raults. 
Is your name known beyond a small 
circle ? How soon will your place 
be filled up when you die ? 

Where pride has shown itself by 
disrespect or discourtesy, frank and 
ample apology should lorm part of 
the amends. 

n. Angee. Neglecting Public 
Worship out of pique — ^Violent lan- 
guage— -iSullenness — Spite — Cruelty 
—Provoking others to anger — Quar- 
relling — Bitter or irritating language 
— ^Vindictiveness. Its contrary yir- 
tue is Patience. 

In case of a temptation to anger, 
be silent for a few moments before 
speaking. Say the Loed's Prayer 
secretly. If there be no time to do 
this, make the sign of the Cross on 
your hps. Do some kind act for 
the person with whom you are an- 
gry. Mention him in your private 
prayers. 

III. CoVETorsNESS, the contrary 
virtue to which is Uberality, was the 
sin of Judas Iscariot, the only man 
of whose damnation we are quite 
certain. Practise regular and sys- 
tematic almsgiving. 

IV. LrsT, the contrary virtue to 
which is chastity, is a part of man's 
physical nature, and therefore the 
more difficult to overcome. Hence 
flight from the objects of tempta- 
tion is safer than battle. The chief 
encouragements to lust are idleness, 
high living, and languor, whether 
constitutional, or brought on by 
sloth. The more vigorous is the 
health of the body, the less is it 
usually subject to lust. The pre- 
ventives are — (1.) To bring some 



other thought before the mind, 
when tempted, or to engage the 
body in some immediate and active 
occupation. The bitter taste of a 
chip of quassia will often serve to 
drive away the first motions of evil 
thoughts. (2.) Early rising. (3.) 
Cold bathing. (4.) For men, brac- 
ing exercLse and out-of-door occu- 
pation. For women, change of em- 
ployment without much exercise, 
and, when the temptation comes on 
in solitude, mixing in society. (5.) 
Moderate feisting. The remedies 
are — (1.) In sudden cases, ejacula- 
tory prayer, and the use of the sign 
of the Cross. (2.) In prolonged 
ones, severe fststuig and hard lying, 
even on the fioor. (3.) In extreme 
cases, self-inflicted and sharp phy- 
sical suffering. 

V. GhLrTTONTandDBUKKENNESS. 

Its oontrarj virtue is Temperance. 
— Observe the fiswts of the Churdi 
with regularity and devotion. Com' 
pute the money saved by so doing, 
and give it to the poor. Take soinfi* 
what less food thsm you are inclined 
to take, and of a coarser or lees &■ 
vourite kind. Meals should be &v 
in number, and eating at other timei 
should be avoided. If drink is sought 
for necessary excitement, seek s 
change of excitement in Yariety d 
scene, or society, in music, actiie 
exercise, &c. If taken to drowi 
thought, the Priest should endea- 
vour to discover the cause, and v^ 
remedies to that The desire tat 
drink may often be checked by 
appetizing diet : in winter by ws 
food ; in summer by the abundant 
use of fruit. Where excessive use of 
spirit or opium has become habitual, 
their sudden cessation is fraught wiA 
great physical and moral dangers: 
very gradual but steady diminution 
should be recommended. When 
the penitent sees no safety save ii 
total abstinence, the Priest shonU 
not check him. A loathing for al- 
cohoUc hquor has been created I7 
mixing it with every artiofe of £x)d 
or drink for a short time. I 
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VI. Envy. Its contrary virtue 
is Love. Its remedies are per- 
sistence in Intercessory Prayer; 
doing kind actions, or speaking kind 
words in behalf of the object of our 
envy; seeking out those who are 
less &voured than ourselves, and 
trying to help them. 

VII. Sloth, the contrary virtue to 
which is Diligence, gives rise to both 
lust and theft. Begin by fixing the 
times of morning and evening prayer, 
the former at an early hour, and 
take care not to swerve from them 
without positive necessity. Select 



some one piece of work to be done 
each day at a fixed time, and involv- 
ing some labour. When this has be- 
come a habit, add another task, until 
the day is mapped out. Where fixed 
duties already exist, do first that 
which is nearest in point of order, 
not that which is liked best. Em- 
ploy amusement as relaxation after 
work, not as the business of life. 
The formation of habits, the only 
way to secure spiritual advancement, 
and this must be acquired by the 
fiiithfiil discharge of petty everyday 
duties. 



NOTES ON THE PRACTICE OF HOLINESS. 



The Three Theological Virtues are 
Faith, Hope, and Charity. The 
Four Cardmal Virtues are Justice, 
Prudence, Temperance, and Forti- 
tude. The Three kinds of Good 
Works are. Fasting, Prayer, and 
Almsdeeds. The Seven Giits of the 
Holy G^eost are, the Spirit of 
Wisdom, Understanding, Counsel, 
Ghostly Strength, Knowledge, True 
Godliness, and Holy Fear. The 
Twelve Fruits of the Holy Ghost 
are. Love, Joy, Peace, Patience, 
Mercy, Goodness, Longsufiering, 
Meebiess, Faith, Modesty, Chas- 
tity, Sobriety. The Spiritual Works 
of Mercy are, to instruct the igno- 
rant (Dan. xii. 3), to correct of- 
fenders (S. James v. 19, 20), to 
counsel the doubtful (GaL vi. 1), to 
comfort the afflicted (Bom. xii. 15), 
to suffer injuries with patience (S. 
Matt. V. 89), to forgive offences and 
wrongs, (S. Luke vi. 37), to pray for 
the Uving and the dead (S. James v. 
16; 2 S. Tim. i. 18). The Corporal 
Works of Mercy are, to feed the 
hungry (S. Matt. xxv. 35), to give 
drink to the thirsty (lb.), to clothe 
the naked (lb. 36), to harbour the 
stranger and poor (Isa. Iviii. 7), to 
visit the sick (S. Matt. xxv. 36), to 



minister to prisoners (lb.), to bury 
the dead (Tobit xii 12, 13). 

As all Christian excellence con- 
sists in Ukeness to Chbist's obedi- 
ence, the practice of Humility is at 
the root of all holiness. Its exer- 
cise, as in the case of all other vir- 
tues, consists in (1) Meditation on 
the life of Chbist, and the com- 
parison of our own with it. (2) 
Prayer for grace. (3) Outward and 
inward acts of self-abnegation. 

When praise or self-esteem has 
excited vanity, think of your greatest 
sin, and make at once the following 

Act qf Humility, 
Woe is me that pride hath blinded 
mine eyes. Show me my sins in 
Thy light, O Lobd : humble me and 
save me for Jesus Chbist's sake. 
Amen. 

Avoid making excuses, whenfound 
fault with, even to yourself. 

If vain of fireedom from some par- 
ticular fault, examine narrowly (1) 
Whether the fiwit really is so. (2) 
Whether the freedom is due to suc- 
cessful resistance or merely to the 
absence of temptation. (3) Whether 
the contrary sin is not the dominant 
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one of your oliamct^r. A bLmd man 
ill noi pure merelj because he doea 
not sin through tha lust of the ejes- 

When shghted or inaultedt thmk 
of your Lobd'S rejection hj tte 
Jews. 

Practise oourtesy to all as a Ckria- 
tian duty. 

Avoid ^Ting unueoeaaajy trouble 
in all oaaes. 

Do not insist obstinately on your 
just rights, unlcsB thu^ of others, 
or Bonie prijiciplee ara inTolTed. 

When tempted to epiritnal pride, 
change your usual form of seSf-ex- 
amiuBtiou for a more aearehing one ; 
note down ah dCTialions from the 
Htrici line of Christian duty, and 
eompare the result irith the obedi* 
enee of the Sainta and Angelflj end- 
ing with an act of humihty, 

TfwJ three atagea of humility aaw 
to endure (1) Patiently, (2) Will- 
ingly, (3) Joyfully. 

Humihty teaches to sorve othere, 
and ie therefore the parent of good 
works and kindueaa. Itprnftnpts to 
the subjugation of the body, and 
thua encourages chafitity and tmn- 
jierftnce. It tenches a reUonoe upon 
CkJD rather than on onrsolTos, and 
thus eonferfl patience and fortitude. 
Eaeh of theae virtues must however 
he promoted by epeeial acta of me- 
ditatioii and prayer, of which those 
made at the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist are most etScfvciouB. Hu- 
mility will inapire aoLf-distrust, and 
hence coustantwatchfulneBa in guard- 
ing against Uttle relapses, and will 
banish aB publicity and ostentation 
from good works* 

Frequent ^aciilatoir prayer of- 
fered throughout the clay, as well aa 
in all momenta of temptation, will 
serve to keep the soul on the alert 

The greater portion of the prayera 
offered up should he interceiaory, 
lest prayer itself should take the 
form of selfifthneBB. 



When troubled with wandering 
in prayer, necommencQ the intei^ 
riipted devotion. If it continues, 
chfljage the posture of the body, and | 
aseume an inconvenient one. If the 
distractions are ehronic, change the I 
devotions for vctj abort and ferveot j 
formsj especially aueh aa refer to th& 
Taflsioiu i\ 

Take care that your pfrayeri be|j 
not that your own wiU may be |i 
done. i' 

WTien prayer aeenus to be uaan* I 
swered it is &om one of two rea^l,

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The Holy Trinity, One Q^od, was 
not plainly revealed to the Jews, 
leet they should fifill into the error 
of the heathen, and imagine that 
there were more Gods than one. 
StiU the doctrine was shadowed 
forth in the Old Testament (G-en. i. ; 
iiL 22 ; xL 7 ; Ps. xxxiii. 6 $ ex. 1 ; 
Isa. yi. 3). 

The faiowledge of the mystery 
was not necessary until the Second 
Person of the Holy Trinity had be- 
come Man, and the Third Person 
was about to become the Teacher 
of the Church (S. John xiv. 26). 
Therefore the rerelation was made 
to us at the Baptism of Chbist, 
when His pubUc ministry began. 

In the New Testament G-od is re- 
yealed to us as Three Persons, Fa- 
THBB, Son, and Holy Ghost (S. 
Matt, xxriii. 19; 2 Cor. xiii. 14), 
all equal (S. John v. 17, 1^; x. 30 ; 
xiv. 9, 11 ; Acts v. 3, 4), but still 
as only One God (1 Cor. viii, 4; 
Bph. U, 6). God the Eatheb is 
revealed to us as the First Cause of 
an things (1 Cor. viii. 6) ; God the 
Son as the Creator (S. John i. 1, 8 ; 
OoL i. 16) and Redeemer (Rom. iv. 
24, 25 ; 1 Cor. iv. 3 ; 1 S. Pet. ii. 
24) ; God the Holt Ghost as the 
Life Giver (S. John vi. 68 ; Rom. 
viii. 2, 11; 2 Cor. iii. 6), Teacher 
(S. John xvi. 13; 2 S. Pet. i. 21), 
and Sanctifier (Ghd. vi. 8).

L e., I am thoroughly persuaded ^ 
being God's truth that He is to be 
looked upon as a Fatheb (2 Chron.

IV. Suffered under Pontius Pilate 
, . hell : i.e. Chbist suffered not 
only in fulfilment of the prophecies 
(Isa. liii. 4 ; Dan. ix. 24—27 ; Acts 
iiL 18) and of the types (Gen. xxiL 
6 ; S. John xix. 17 ; Numb. xxi. 9 ; 
S. John iii. 14), but for us (Gbl. iii. 
13 ; IS. Pet. ii. 24 ; iii. 18), and 
thereby redeemed us (Rev. v. 9). 

A belief in Chbist's sufferings, 
death, and burial requires us to re- 
flect that ours are trifling in com- 
parison (cfl.2 Cor. iy. 17; S. Matt. 
rxvL 38), nothing to what we de- 
serve (1 S. Pet. iv. 17). By them 
we partake of Chbist's sufferings 
(2 Cor. iv. 10; PhiL iii. 10). We 
are called to bear the Cross, and be 
crucified with Chbist (Ghd. ii. 20 ; 
V. 24 ; vi 14) ; to take up the Cross 
(S. Luke ix. 23). By continuing in 
sin, we crucify Him afresh (Heb. 
vi. 6). Being buried with Him in 
Baptism, we should walk in newness 
of Ufe (Bom. vi. 4). If we are par- 
takers of His sufferings, we shall be 
also of His consolation (2 Cor. i. 5 ; 
2 Tim. ii. 11, 12). Present suffer- 
ings are not comparable with future 
glory (Bom. viii. 18). By them we 
are prepared for future glory (Bom. 
vi. 3, 5, 8, 9.)

Luke xxiv. 39, 51; Soir (S. John xv. 26), Very audi: 
[V. 9, 10). He ascended in I l£\«sr&sl Qcoo (Acts t. 8, 4), but tint !; I 
to send the Comforter (^^A^«>*^«2too>3t»Q«^«c^l^B^5esjaBLlifcfi| 
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(Rom. viii. 2 ; 2 Cor. iii. 6), by re- 
generating U8 in holy Baptism (S. 
John iiL 5 ; Titus iii. 5), strength- 
ing us in. Confirmation (Acts viii 
17 J Eph. iii. 14, 16), giving His 
mysterious energy to the Holy Eu- 
charist (S. John vi. 63), enlighten- 
ing our understanding, (S. Lule xii. 
12 ; Eph. i. 17, 18), sanctifying our 
will (1 Cor. vi. 11; 1 S. Pet. i. 2), 
working in us a Uvely faith (1 Cor. 
xii. 9) ; making our faith fruitful 
(Ghd. V. 22 ; ]£>m. v. 5) ; guiding 
us (Bom. yiii. 14) ; oomfbrting us 
(S. John xiv. 16) ; quickening us 
(Bom. viii 10, 11) ; interceding for 
us, and teaching us to pray (Bom. 
viiL 26). 

Hence we must pray for His in- 
fluence and assistance, with the in- 
tention of using them (1 Cor. xii. 7\ 
for He is often grieved (Eph. iv. 30), 
and His influence may be quenched 
(1 Thess. V. 19) ; since Ck)D will not 
always strive with man (Gten» vi. 3). 

IX. In the Holy Catholic Churchy 
the Communion qf Saintt, The 
Church, which is the Body of 
Chbist (Eph. i. 22, 23), and the 
pillar and ground of the truth 
(1 Tim. iii. 15), embraces the bap- 
tized (Acts ii. 41, 47), who hold the 
true feith (Bom. vi 17 j 2 Tim. i. 
13). It is essential that we should 
belong to the Church (Acts ii. 47), 
because it is the Bodv of Chsist, 
and severed (x^P^^) orom Him we 
can do nothing (S. John xv. 5, 6). 
He is the Door (S. John x. 9), and 
the only way of access to the Fa- 
THBB (lb. xiv. 6 ; Eph. ii. 18—20). ' 
Wilful separation is a sin (2 Thess. 
iii 6). We are warned against it 
(Bom. xvi. 17; 1 Cor. i 10), be- 
cause it is contrary to Chbist's 
Erayer (S. John xvii. 20 — ^23), and 
ecause the Body is One (1 Cor. xii. 
12; Eph. iv. 3— 6). 

The Church is holy, though 
containing many unholy members . 
(1 Cor. xi 17 — 19) ; compare the 
Jewish nation (Exod. xix. 6 ; Deut. 
vii. 6). Members of the Church 
palled ^^BMDtB,*' at the same time 



that they are accused of grievous 
sins (Phil, i 1 ; iii. 18). 

Hence follows a belief in the first 
nrivilege of the Church, i.e. the 
Communion of Saints ; a mysterious 
bond of union wrought in the 
Church by the Sacraments, Holy 
Baptism (1 Cor. xii. 13), the Holy 
Eucharist (1 Cor. X. 17). This com- 
munion is with the Fatheb (S. 
John xvii 21 ; xiv. 23 ; 1 S. John 
i. 3) ; the Son (Gbl. iii. 27, 28) ; 
the Holt Q^hobt (1 Cor. iii. 16; 
xii. 13; Phil. ii. 1); the Holy 
Angels (S. Matt, xviii. 10 ; S. Luke 
XV. 7, 10 ; Heb. i. 14) ; the Saints 
living (Bom. xii. 5 ; 1 Cor. xii. 26) 
and departed (Col. i. 12 ; Bev. vi. 
9 — 11). But without holiness true 
communion cannot be perfectly 
maintained (1 S. John i. 6, 7). 

X. The Forgiveness of Sins, ori- 
gmal (Bom. v. 8—10, 12, 19) and 
actual (Acts v. 31), is the second 
privilege of the Church ; for Chbist 
IS the Saviottb of the Bod^ (Eph. 
V. 23). This forgiveness is ordi- 
narily dispensed through the ordi- 
nances of the Church : — Holy Bap- 
tism (S. Mark xvi 16 ; Acts iL 88 ; 
xxii. 16) ; Holy Communion (S. 
Matt, xxvi 28) ; Absolution (S. 
Matt, xvi 19 ; S. John xvii. 22 ; xx. 
21, 23 ; 2 Cor. v. 18—20). 

This belief should lead us to — 
fidth (Acts X. 43) ; repentance (S. 
Luke xxiv. 47 ; Acts iii. 19) ; con- 
fession (1 S. John i 9) ; love (S. 
Luke vii. 47) ; forgiveness (S. Matt, 
xviii. 23—35 ; S. Luke vi. 37). 

The unpardonable sin is either 
rejection of Chbist as the SAVioirB 
(S. John iii. 36; Acts iv. 12), or 
obstinate and final impenitence (S. 
Liike xiii. 3 ; Bev. ii. 5, 16). 

XI. The Resurrection of the body 
[jP/e*A]. Foreshown by Chbist ris- 
ing the dead (S. Matt. ix. 18, &c. ; 
S. Luke vii. 12, &c. ; S. John xi. 
11, &c.), and by His Own Besurrec- 
tion (S. Luke xxiv. 89). Positively 
declared (S. John v. 25 ; Act& v? . 
a-, xxiv. "iS-, xiV\. ^^^. ^«t^. -K^^^ 
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14, &c.; Eev. xx. 13). Some will , 
rise to happiness, some to misery 
(Dan. xii. 2 ; S. Matt. xxv. 34, 41, 
46 ; S. John v. 28, 29). The bodies 
of the just will be glorified (PhiL iii. 
21 ; IS. John iii. 2) ; this fore- 
shadowed by the Transfiguration 
(S. Matt. xvii. 2) . If we are sincere 
Christians, death ought to have no 
terrors for us (2 Cor. v. 1) ; if not, 
the greatest terror (Isa. xxxiii. 14). 

XIT. The Life Everlasting, Of 
perfect happiness to the good (S. 
Matt. xiii. 43 ; 1 Cor. ii. 9 ; Eev. 
vii. 16, 17 ; xiv. 13 ; xxi. 4), misery 
to the wicked (S. Luke xiii. 28 ; Eev. 
xiv. 10, 11 ; XX. 10—14 ; xxi. 8) ; 
in either case to be everlastmg (S. 
Matt. xxv. 46 ; S. Mark ix. 43—48 ; 
2 Thess. i. 9 ; Rev. xx. 10) : though 
there wiU be different degrees of 
happiness (S. Matt. xvi. 27 ; xx. 23 ; 
S. John xiv. 2 ; 1 Cor. xv. 41, 42) and 
of misery (S. Mark xii. 40 ; S. Luke 
xii. 47, 48). 



The COMMAlTDMENTa. 

Sin is the transgression of the law 
(1 S. John iii. 4) : it is necessary 
therefore to know what the law is, 
and Chbist has said that the bap- 
tized are to be taught it (S. Matt. 
xxviii. 20), and that eternal life 
depends on our keeping it (S. Matt, 
xix. 17 — 19) : further summing it 
up tmder two great heads (S. Matt, 
xxu. 36—39 ; S. Luke x. 25—28). 
The keeping of the Commandments 
ifi a test of our love of Q-OD (1 S. 
John ii. 3—6). 

Rules for Interpreting the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

1. When a duty is commanded 
the contrary sin is forbidden, and 
i vice versd. 

\ 2. When a general rule is given, 

it includes all duties and sins which 

come under that head, as well as 

everything which leads to them. (Ps. 

// exix, 96.) I 

// 3. They are to be understood Va 

j the Bpirit as well as in the letter, a« 



Chbist has shown. (S. Matt. v. 
17, &c.) 

4. l^ey enjoin duties as weU as 
forbid sins, and therefore condemn 
Eicts of omission as weU as those of 
commission. (S. Luke xii. 47; S. 
James iv. 17.) 

5. They are couched in the <e- 
cond person singular, to show thai 
each of us individually is bound to 
keep them. 

The First Commandment 
Forbids unbelief of all kinds (SL 
John viii. 24) ; hypocrisy (S. MaH. 
xxiii. 5, 14 ; 2 Tim. iii. 5) ; careless- 
ness about religion (Exod. t. 2 ; Ps. 
X. 4) ; pride (S. James iv. 6) ; pre- 
sumption (Job XV. 25) ; despair (Ps. 
xiii. 6, 7). It enjoins on us to be- 
lieve in God (2 Chron. xx. 20 ; Heb. 
xi. 6) ; fear Him (Deut. x. 12 ; S. 
Luke xii. 5 ; Heb. xii. 28) ; love 
Him (S. Luke x. 27 ; 1 Cor. xvi 
22 ; 1 S. John V. 3) ; and to give 
our heart to God (Prov. Trrm. 26). 



The Second Commandment 

Forbids us to put anything in the 

place of God (Exod. xxxir. 14 j Isa. 

xiii. 8 ; Jer. xviL 5) j to try to serre 

God and Manunon (S. Matt, vi 24) ; 

to neglect His worship (Heb. i. 25) ; 

to worship Him in a wrong way 

(Lev. X. 1 ; 2 Thess. iii. 6). It en- 

^ joins us to worship Him (2 Kings 

i xviL 36 ; S. Matt. iv. 10 ; S. John 

I ix. 31) ; give Him thanks (Ps. 1. 

' 14; 1 Thess. v. 18; Eph. v. 20) j 

put our whole trust in Him (Prov. 

iii. 5 ; Isa. L 10 ; Jer. xvii. 7 j 1 S. 

Pet. V. 7) J and call upon TTiTn (ps. 

I. 15 ; Isa. Iv. 6 ; Rom. x. 13). 

That children suffer ten^Mral pun- 
ishment for their parents' sins, we 
see in the case of extravagant or 
profligate parents, but not eternal 
punishment (Ezek. xviii. 19, 20). 

The Third Commandment 
' [The Name of Gk)D, often used 
I for God Himself (S. Matt. vi. 9 ; S. 
I Luke i. 49 ; S. John i. 12 ; Acts 
'■Av.lV^ "BcjtVnda feJse oaths (Lev. 
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38) ; pro&ne swearing (S. Matt. y. 
34—37 ; S. James v. 12) ; and curs- 
ing (S. Matt. y. 44 ; Bom. iii. 14^ ; 
blasphemy and irreverence (Ley. xix. 
12 ; rxL 6 ; xxii. 2 ; Col. iii. 8). It 
enjoins reyerence for Q-OD, especially 
in speaking of Him ^Fs. xxix. 2 ; 
oxix. 6 ; Phil. ii. 10, 11) ; His house 
(Ley.xix. 30; S. Matt. xxi. 12 j 1 
Cor. xi. 22) ; ministers (1 Thess. 
y. 12, 13 ; 1 Tim. y. 17) ; Scrip- 
tures (Acts xyii. 11 ; Bom. xy. 4 ; 
2 Tim. iii. 15—17 ; S. James i. 21, 
22) ; ordinances (S. John yi. 53 — 
58; 1 Cor. xi. 23—29); keeping 
yows (Deut. xxiii. 23 ; Eocl. y. 4). 

7%e Fburth Commandment 
Forbids the waste or improper use 
of time (Proy. yi. 6, 9 ; Bom. xii. 
11 ; Eph. iy. 28; 1 Thess. iy. 11). 
Enjoins especially the due obsery- 
ance of the Lobd's day. 

The Jewish holy seasons part of 
that ceremonial law fulfilled in 
Cheist (Col. ii. 16, 17), Who is 
LoBD of the Sabbath (S. Matt. xii. 
8). The spirit of the Command- 
ment is that one day in seyen should 
be deyoted to the worship of God. 
The precise day altered by the 
Church, probably by Chbist's com- 
mand (S. John xxi. 25 ; Acts i. 3), 
certainly by His sanction: for He 
appeared to the Apostles when as- 
sembled for worslup on this day 
(8. John XX. 19, 26). The Holt 
Q-HOST descended (Acts iL 1 — 4). 
The first day afterwards the special 
day for worship (Acts xx. 7 ; 1 Cor. 
xri. 1, 2). The Lord's day to be 
observed by attendance on public 
worship (Deut. xxxi. 12, 13 ; S. 
Matt. xyiiL 20 ; Heb. x. 25) ; b^ 
abstaining from the ordinary busi- 
ness of life (Neh. xiii. 15, 16), ex- 
cept in cases of necessity (S. Matt, 
xii. 1, 11, 12 ; S. Mark ii. 27). The 
Jews' Sabbath was not to be a day 
of gloom (Isa. lyiii. 13, 14), much 
less the Christian Sunday. Acts of 
worship should be performed with 
joyfulness (S. James y. 13 ; Eph. y. 
19; Col. iii. 16), being the employ- 
ment of the Anffek (8. Luke ii. 13), 



and the heavenly host (Bev. iv. 8 — 
11 ; v. 11, 12). 

The Fifth Commandment, 
The last six Commandments 
summed up (S. Matt. vii. 12 ; xxii. 
39; Bom. xiii. 9), means that we 
should love our neighbours in the 
same way, consistently with the Q-os- 
pel, not in the same degree that we 
love ourselves. Enjoins children to 
love and honour (Deut. xxi. 18 — 21 ; 
Prov . i. 8, 9 ; S. Matt. xv. 4 ; S. Luke 
ii. 51), and succour (Gen. xlvii. 12 ; 
S. Mark vii. 10—13 ; 1 Tim. v. 4) our 
parents. To obey rulers and magis- 
trates (Titus iii. 1 ; 1 S. Pet. ii. 13 ; 
2 S. Pet. ii. 10), and teachers (Prov. 1 
V. 10 — 13). It includes also the 
duties of the clergy to their flocks 
(Acts XX. 28), and vice versd (Mai. 
ii. 7 ; S. Luke x. 16 ; 1 Cor. iv. 1 ; 
Heb. xiii. 7, 17) ; superiors to in- 
feriors (Bom. xii. 16; 1 Tim. vi. 
17, 18), and vice versd (Bom. xiii. 
7) ; the old to the young (Titus ii. 
4—8), and vice versa (Lev. xix. 32 ; 
Job xxxii. 4 ; 1 S. Pet. v. 5). The 
respective duties of parents and 
children, husbands and wives, mas- 
ters and servants treated of (Eph. 
v. and vi. ; Col. iii. and iv. ; Titus 
ii.) The wickedness of persons in 
authori^ no excuse for disobeying 
them (S. Matt, xxiii. 2, 3), unless 
they command us to do what is sin- 
ful (Acts iv. 19 ; v. 28, 29, 41, 42). 
Pimishment threatened to bad child- 
ren (Prov. XX. 20). 



The Sixth Commandment 

Forbids not only personal vio- 
lence (S. Luke iii. 14), but revenge, 
hatred^ malice, &c., in the heart (S. 
Matt. XV. 19 ; S. Mark vii. 21—2 
and their expression by the mouth 
(Eph. iv. 26, 31, 32). 

The bodily injury of another being • 
thus forbidden, much more is injury ; 
to his soul by evil deeds, words, or , 
example. 

The taking away of life is jus- 1 
tifiable in Magistrates -igQ«&m% ^^-cl- 
tence (;BLom. xci. A^% WaT,^\sN^«v\ 
i ifl not ftpoVen oi ^^^ «sasfi^^a^»^^ 
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in Scripture (S. Luke ilL 14 ; 2 Tim. 
ii. 4) ; Self'drfence (Bxod. xxii. 2). 

The Seventh Commandment, 
Sins against purity, whatever form 
they may take, are in Scripture con- 
demned in the strongest language 
(aaL y. 19, 21 ; Eph. v. 5 ; Eev. 
xxii. 15). The Commandment em- 
braces not only acts of impurity (1 
Cor. vi 9, 18), but also impure 
thoughts (S. Matt. y. 28) and words 
(Eph. iv. 29 J Col. iii. 8), immodest 
behaviour (Isa. iii. 16, &c.), intem- 
perance, which provokes lust (Prov. 
xxiii. 31, 33 ; Rom. xiii. 13), and in 
a word all things which tend to in- 
flame the passions either of ourselves 
or of others (1 S. Pet. iv. 3). 

The Eighth Commandment 
Forbids robbery of all kinds, 

whether secret or open (S. Mark x. 

19; Lev. xix. 13, 35, 36; Titus ii. 

9, 10) ; over-reaching in trade (Prov. 

XX. 10, 14, 17) ; non-payment of 

debts (Lev. xxv. 14), or loans (Ps. 

xxxvii. 21) ; neglect of ahnsgiving 

(Deut. XV. 11). 

The Ninth Commandment 
Forbids lying, false witness, and 
mischief-making (Prov. vi. 16, 19; 
Eev. xxi. 8, 27), slander (Ps. ci. 5), 
talebearing (Lev. xix. 16), and to 
speak generally all sins of the 
tongue (S. Matt. xii. 86 ; S. James 
i. 19, 26; iii.). 

The Tenth Commandment 
Forbids covetousness and discon- 
tent (1 Tim. vi. 6—10 ; Heb. xiii. 5).

Man was made at first in the 
"Image of God" (Gen. i. 27), i.e. 
in perfect purity (Eph. iv. 24) ; the 
expression used of Jestts Chbist 
(2 Cor. iv. 4; Col. i. 15); Adam 
was thus the £riend of God, and 
would have been immortal ^om. 
V. 12) had he been obedient. He 
chose to listen to the devil rather 
than to God, and fell (Gen. iii.). 

L Adam sold himself to Satan for 



one sin. By this he not merely lost 
Paradise, but involved all his pos- 
terity in his £eJ1 (Bom. v. 12 ; viL 
14.) 

We fell in Adam (comp. Gren. xiv. 
20 ; Heb. vii. 9, 10). ///. If a man 
buys an acorn and plants it in hii 
own ground, the tree which springs 
from that acorn, and all the 9xxam 
produced by that tree, and the trees 
produced by those acorns, belong to : 
the original purchaser. I 

II. But by the Fall Adam not 
only became subject to Satan^ bat 
corrupted human nature (Gen. v. 8 ; 
also Job xiv. 4 ; Ps. Ii. 5 ; Eph. iL 3). 
///. A child may be bom a pauper 
through the extravaganoe, or dis- 
eased through the profligacy of his 
parents. 

Man, having thus sold himself by 
his sin, could not redeem hiTnadf by ' 
a perfectly pure life ; because (1) 
his corrupted nature made it impos- 
sible that his life should be quite 
pure. (2) Even if he committed 
no more sin, he was merely abstain' 
ing from contracting fresh debt, and 
doing nothing towards cancelling the 
old one. This old debt could only 
be paid by the offering up of a pa> 
fectly spotless human being. 

To provide such a being, God the 
Son became Man (S. John L 14); 
was a real child of Adam (Heb. il 
14) ; perfectly Man (Gal. iv. 4; Heb. 
ii. 17) ; perfectly spotless (1 S. PeL 
i. 19 ; ii. 22) ; and " gave Himself 
a ransom for all" (1 Tim. iL 6). 

The redemption which CHBiSf 
thus wrought for the whole world 
(1 S. John u. 2) is applied to indi-, 
vidual souls through the Sacramenli, 
of the Christian Church, which are 
intended to bring us into union with 
His Incarnation (1 S. John y. 5, 6). 
In Holy Baptism we are made menr 
hers of His Mystical Bodj (1 C^. 
xii. 13) ; in Holy Conmiunion mi 
are fed with His Flesh and Blood 
(S. John vi. 66), and are thus joiiMii 
to Him (1 Cor. x. 16) and to m\ 
another (1 Cor. x. 17). 

God had prepared man for 
Christian Sacraments by certain €^| 
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dlnances of the Jewish Ohupch. i. 
Circumcision : the seal of admission 
into the Jewish Church and its pri- 
yileges (Gten. xvii. 14). This pre- 
figured Holy Baptism, of which 
OHSiSTBaid(S. Johniii. 5). ii. The 
Passover : without which there could 
be no continuance in the Jewish 
Churoh. This prefigured the Holy 
Eucharist, of which Chbist said (S. 
John vi. 53). 

The Jewish ordinances were merely 
oatward signs. At length Ohbibt 
oatne, "fiill of grace and truth" (S. 
John i. 14), by His Circumcision 
showed that the ordinance pointed 
to Him, and the descent of the 
Holy Spirit at His Baptism showed 
that Christian rites would receiye 
energy from that Holy Spisit, and 
be means of grace (S. John iii. 5 ; 
vi. 63). 

To impress this idea on men's 
minds Christ used outward means 
in working His miracles. Some of 
these seem especially to point to the 
Tirtoe of the Sacraments. Baptism, 
S. John ii. 6, 7 ; Holy Eucharist, S. 
Matt. xiv. 195 XV. 36. 

The Element of Water, an import- 
ant feature in the Old Testament. 
The Spirit "moved on the waters" 
at the Creation. When wickedness 
increased, the earth was washed by 
the Flood (Gen. vi., vii. ; IS. Pet. 
iii. 20, 21). The Israehtes saved by 
passing through the sea (Exod. xiv. 
21, &o. J 1 Cor. X. 2). Baptism fore- 
shadowed in Levitical rites (Lev. 
xir. 5 ; xxii. 6) ; in the cleansing 
of Naaman (2 Kings v. 10) ; and 
foretold (Zech. xiii. 1) ; Christ's 
first miracle was wrought on water 
(S. John ii. 7) ; notice also His dis- 
course with tile woman of Samaria 
(lb. iv. 5, &c.). His healing the bUnd 
man by bidding him wash in Siloam 
(lb. ix. 7). The sick healed at the 
pool of Bethesda (lb. v. 4). The 
washing of the disciples' feet (lb. 
xiii. 4, &c.), and the Blood and 
Water fifom Christ's Side (lb. xix. 
34). 

We £nd Christ giving% conmdB' 



sion to His Apostles to baptize (S. 
Matt, xxviii. 19; S. Mark xvi. 16), 
and the Apostles acting upon it 
(Acts ii. 37, &o. ; viii. 36 ; ix. 18 ; 
X. 47; xxii. 16). 

Christian Baptism is administered 
by the application of water to a per- 
son in the Name of the Holy Tri- 
nity (S. Matt, xxviii. 19). Immer- 
sion, though desirable, is not essen- 
tial; the tongues of fire merely 
rested on the heads of those who 
were baptized with the Holy Q^host 
(S. Matt. iii. 11 ; Acts ii. 3). The 
Christian Sacrament must be dis- 
tinguished from S. John's Baptism, 
which was a Jewish ordinance, and 
merely typical. 

The effects of Baptism are i. The 
remission of all sin original and per- 
sonal, provided that no bar to a 
right reception is interposed (Acts 
ii. 38; xxiL 16). ii. Eegeneration 
or new birth from a state of nature 
in the family of Adam (Ps. Ii. 5 ; 
Eom. V. 12 ; Eph. ii.), to a state of 
grace in the Body of Christ (1 Cor. 
xii. 13, 27), making us members of 
Christ (lb.), and consequently chil- 
dren of Gk)D (QaL iii. 26, 27), and 
inheritors of the kingdom of heaven 
(Bom. viiL 17). This is the work 
of God's Holy Spirit (S. John iii. 
5 ; Eph. ii. 18, 19), for we can nei- 
ther make ourselves Gk>D's adopted 
children, nor cleanse ourselves from 
sin. We are then placed in a state 
of salvation, from which however 
we may fisdl by wilful sin. 

That the salvation of the baptized 
is not final but conditional is thus 
shown. GHie same converts who are 
all addressed as buried and risen 
with Christ in Baptism (Col. ii. 
11), made members of Christ by 
the Spirit (1 Cor. vi. 16, 19 ; xii. 
13, 27? Eph. V. 29—33; Col. L 
24, 27, 28)^ partakers of the Spirit 
(1 Cor. vi. 19; 1 Thess. iv. 7, 8), 
and clothed with Christ in Baptism 
(GhiL iii. 27), are addressed as those 
who. might be fitlhng from grace 
(GhL iii. 1 ; V. 4^, oijift\vftbxfi«^ ^Ss^a 
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vi. 1), and committing deadly sin 
(Eph. V. 1—5 ; CoL iu. 5, 6). 

Baptism or Begeneration (Tit. iii. 
5) is that by which we are brought 
into* a new relationship to Q-OD, and 
differs from Conyersion, which is 
the act of a penitent soul^ either be- 
fore or after Baptism, turning from 
sin unto God. In the case of an 
unbaptized adult, Conrersion must 
precede Baptism, or the Sacrament 
is profaned. In that of one bap- 
tized in infancy, if he afterwards 
fall into wilful sin, conversion must 
follow, otherwise he will be lost. 
Conversion is, in short, the exercise 
of faith and penitence on the part 
of one who has been living in a state 
of sin. 

That Chbist connected Begene- 
ration with Baptism is evident from 
the order which He adopted in His 
discourse with Nicodemus. When 
His first declaration (S. John iii. 3) 
was misunderstood. He added in 
His second one the word " Water," 
to make His meaning quite clear (lb. 
iii. 5.) Had He reversed this order, 
using the word "Water" in His 
first and omitting it in His second 
declaration, the Calvinistic interpre- 
tation might hold good, but not aa 
it stands now. 

Baptism cannot be repeated (Eph. 
iv. 5). As we are bom but once 
naturally, so we can only be bom 
once of water and the Spirit. 

Baptism is generallyneoessary (i.e. 
fir all : thus ** General Fast," " Ge- 
neral Thanksgitfing") to salvation (S. 
Mark xvi. 16) . The insertion of the 
word "Baptized" in the second 
clause of this verse would be super- 
fluous, as one who did not believe 
would not be baptized. 

As Baptism was to take the place 
of Circumcision (Col. ii. 11, 12), 
there was no occasion to order the 
Baptism of In&nts. If they were 
not to be baptized, a distinct prohi- 
bition would have been neoessair. 
In this latter case, children would 
'I bare been worse off under the Chris- 
tian than under the Jewiah 
satioD, as being no longer 



to enter into covenant with GKax j 
This would have been quite infon* | 
sistent with the fiivour which | 
Chbist ever showed towards M- 
dren (S. Matt xviii. 3 ; xix. 13 ; 8. 
Mark x. 14 ; S. Luke xyiiL 15.) 

Again, if children can be gaSkj 
of original sin while xmoonsciovfl^ 
they can be partakers of grace whik 
unconscious. And further, there ii 
greater difficulty in beliering in tbe 
due reception of the grace of Bap- 
tism by an adult than by an in&iif^ I 
who can place no bar in the way of i 
such reception. 

Baptism is made perfect and oom- 
plete by the rite of Confirmatioii, 
which is administered by the layiag 
on of the hands of the Bishop, the 
successor of the Apostles. In Bap- ! 
tism the Holy Ghost comes to ns '! 
as the Giver of spiritoal life, making 
us Christians (1 Cor. xii. 13) ; in 
Confirmation, as the Ck>mforter, to 
strengthen us, that we may Hve as 
good Christians (Acts viiL 16 ; Bom. 
viii. 11—13). As one of the ** first 
principles of the doctrine of Ohbir^ 
(Heb. vi. 1, 2), it was probably or- 
dained by Him (Acte i. 3). The 
first recorded Confirmation, Aoti 
viii. 17. The result of the laying 
on of the Apostles' hands vms to 
convey — rl. The ordinary gifts of 
the Spibit, which enabled men to 
resist temptation, and to live 
Christian hfe (Gal. v. 16, 22 ; £^ 
iii. 16) ; 2. His extraordinary gEfls, 
which enabled them to work nod- 
racles, &c. (Acts xix. 6 ; 1 Cor. xiL 
4). The ordinary gifts only are to 
be looked for in uonfirmation now, 
but these are of the most impoct- 
ance (1 Cor. xii. 31 ; xiii. 1, 2) ; eig. 
Judas Iscariot had better have hem 
a good man than merely a worker of. 
miracles (S. Luke ix. 1, 2). 'fbeee 
ordinary gifts of the Spibit

choose when they are set before us 
(Ps. Ixxiii. 23, 24; Phil. i. 9—11) ; 
4, of ghostly strength^ to enable ns 
to do our Christian duties (Eph. yi, 
10) ; 5, of knowledge^ which teaches 
us the will of God (Col. i. 9) ; 6, of 
true godlmesSf which teaches us how 
to liye pious lives (1 S. Pet. i. 22) ; 
7, of hofyfearf which teaches us re- 
Yerence for God (Isa. xi. 2, 3 ; Heb. 
xii.28). 

We approach this rite in order to 
have something done to us, i. e., to 
^ confirmed^ to be made firm or 
strong. The public acknowledg- 
ment which we make of our bap- 
tismal TOW is merely to satisfy the 
oongregation that we are fit to be 
admitted to the higher blessings of 
the Church. In itself it is simply 
a repetition of an acknowledgment 
which we have made every time 
that we have said the Catechism. 
See the answer to the question, 
"Dost thou not think," Ac. Our 
baptismal vows are binding upon us 
as soon as we know right from 
wrong (Prov. xx. 11). The use of 
Conformation is to give us special 
strengthening grace to enable us to 
keep our vows. Penitence and £uth 
are necessary to the right reception 
of this grace. 

If persons Ml into sin after Bap- 
tism, they cannot be re-baptized 
(Heb. vi. 4 — 6), but a remedy for 
such sin is provided in Absolution. 
In the Person of Chbist Gk)D gave 
power unto men to forgive sins (S. 
Matt. ii. 6 — 8), and Chbist gave 
to His Apostles and their successors 
in the Church that same power (S. 
John XX. 21—23 ; 2 Cor. v. 18— 
20). Here we have shown (1) that 
QtGD is the sole source of pardon ; 
(2) that this pardon comes to us 
through Chbist, Who purchased it 
for us by His Blood ; (3) that He 
has made His ministers tiie stewards 
of this gift. 

This gift of pardon was first con- 
veyed to us in Baptism (Acts ii. 38). 
Pudon for post-baptismal sin is 
oonyeyed to us in Absolution. 



The practice of the Apostles is 
shown in the case of the incestuous 
Corinthian. S. Paul first " retains" 
his sin by excommunication (1 Cor. 
V. 5), and afterwards, when satis- 
fied with his repentance, he "re- 
mits" it (2 Cor. iL 10) as the repre- 
sentative of Chbist. 

The delegated power of the Priest- 
hood to absolve is ve^ positively 
stated in the Prayer Book. (See 
Exhort, in Communion Serv., Office 
for Vis. of Sick, and Ordinal). Sick 
persons, and those who, in prepar- 
ing themselves for Holy Commu- 
nion, are unable to quiet their con- 
sciences, are urged to confess their 
sins to a Priest, in order to receive 
the benefit of Absolution. 

The Holy Eucharist is the Body 
andBlood of CHBiSTimder the forms 
of bread and wine (S. John vi. 51). 
Chbist instituted It just before His 
Crucifixion (S. Matt, xxvi 26—28), 
and empowered and bade His Apos- 
tles and their successors, the Priests 
of His Church, to "do this" (S. Luke 
xxii. 19), i.e. ofi*er this Sacrifice, as 
He had done, until the end of time. 
Chbist did so, that even after the 
withdrawal of His visible Presence 
He might still really be with His 
Church (S. Matt, xxviii. 20). There- 
fore, when the Priest breaks the 
Bread and blesses the Cup, as 
Chbist did, and says in the Con- 
secration prayer the words which 
Chbist said, the Bread and Wine 
become "verily and indeed" the 
Body and Blood of Chbist. 

The outward elements of Bread 
and Wine do not cease to be what 
they were before, but they become 
what they were not before j even as 
in the beginning "God breathed 
the breath of life" into that body of 
clay which He had created, and 
"man became a living soul" (Gen. 
ii. 7) ; and as in the Incarnation, 
the WoBD became Flesh, and two 
Natures were united in one Person, 
without "confusion of substance." 
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and Wine become the Body and 
Blood of Chbist, except that it is 
by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
exerted in the act of Consecration 
through the agency of the Priests of 
the Church, to whom Chbist gave 
authority. (1 Cor. xL 24 ; Heb. v. 4.) 

This is the doctrine of the Heal 
Presence. That which we see on 
the Altar after Consecration is not 
apicture of Cheist's Body now in 
Heaven, but the visible sign of His 
invisible Presence with us on earth. 
A picture, however perfectly drawn, 
could not possibly be said to be 
"verily and indeed" the object 
which it represents. At most it is 
merely the image of something ab- 
sent. As Chbist after His Resur- 
rection showed Himself to His dis- 
ciples under various "forms" (S. 
Mark xvi. 12 ; S. John xx. 14, 15 ; 
xxi. 4), so He shows Himself as 
really to us imder the forms of 
Bread and Wine. The consecrated 
Sacrament is the same Body which 
was crucified, only presented to our 
sight imder another " form." 

Chbist instituted the Holy Eu- 
charist to be (1) the Sacrifice of the 
Church continually offered up before 
Gk>D as a memorial of His Passion ; 
(2) the Food of baptized members 
of His Body, to strengthen and re- 
fresh their souls. 

The word "sacrifice," Hke the 
words " church," " school," &c., has 
two significations. It signifies (1) 
the act of slaying a victim ; (2) the 
victim itself which has been slain. 
In the first sense we speak of the 
Sacrifice on the Cross j in the se- 
cond of the Sacrifice in the Eucha- 
rist. The Body of Chbist was sa- 
crificed once for all on the Cross 
(Heb. vii. 27; ix. 26, 28), but is 
continually offered to G^OD, as the 
Sacrifice, by Chbist Himself in 
heaven naturally (Bom. viii. 3, 4 ; 
Heb. X. 21 ; 1 S. John ii. 1, 2), by 
the Church on earth in the Holy 
Eucharist, supematurally. 

The ceremonies on the great day 
of Atonement (Lev. xvi. 11, 14, 
16) tjrpi&ed the twofold nature of 



Chbist*8 Sacrifice. He, the Great 
High Priest, offered Himself to die 
on the Cross (Heb. viL 27) in Jeru- 
salem, God's Holy Place (Ps. iL 6; 
xlviii. 2; S. Matt. v. 35), and then 
went up to Heaven, the Most Holy 
Place (Heb. ix. 24; x. 20), to oifir 
His Blood in the Presence of Ha 
Fatheb (lb. ix. 12, 23, 24.) 

As fiu* as pain and death are oon- 
cemed, our Lobd's Sacrifice of Him- 
self is over, for He suffered onoe for 
all (Rom. vi. 10 ; Heb. viL 27 ; ix. 
12, 26, 28 ; x. 12) ; but He is now 
continually re— presenting Himself 
as the Lamb once slain, the Sacrifioe^ 
before God*s Throne, as a propitia- 
tion for our sins (Bom. yiiL 3, 4$ 
Heb. X. 2 ; IS. John ii. 1, 2). He 
will continue to do so until He 
comes again in glory (1 Cor. xL 
because we are always sinning (Fk 
xiv. 1, 3 J liiL 3 ; Prov. xxiy. 16 ; 
Eom. iii. 10), and are, therefore 
always neediag propitiation for oar 
sins (Heb. ix. 22 ; 1 S. John i 7). 

That which Chbist is doing in 
heaven, the Church, which is Hjb 
Body (Eph. L 22, 23), does on 
earth, by celebrating the Holy Eu- 
charist, and thus " showing forth," 
not before men, but before God, His 
Death (1 Cor. ii. 26). Hence this 
is the Church's great Act of Wot- 
ship, and is dependent upon tfaei 
reality of our Lobd's Presence. Jt 
is the doing in act what we say in 
words at the end of our prayen, 
" through Jbstts Chbist." 

In addition to being a re-presenta- 
tion of Chbist's Sacrifice, the Eu- , 
charist is a Sacranient of Commo- I j'^c 
nion (1 Cor. x. 16), in which Chw» I ^ Ti 
unites Himself to us (Rev. iii. 20)> 
by feeding us with His Body and I ' W] 
Blood (S. John vi. 55, 56) ; and 
thus, in Him, we are united to •! I [ ^ 
His members (1 Cor. x. 17). I li -^^ 

The chief type of the Euchamt- 
under this aspect was the PkM8(mri|ljl% 
in which the Jews ate of a Lanbll i tk 
which had been slain (Exod.xiLS);l ' 61 
and therefore Chbist is called **ovl ^ ti 
Passover" (1 Cor. v. 7), for we feed! ' U, 
(S. John vi 54) upon Him T¥lioii| i2; 
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the Lamb (S. John i. 29, 36; 1 S. 
Pet L 19; Eev. V. 6). 

Other types of the Eucharist were 
the bread and wine which Abram 
reoeiyed at the hand of Melchizedek 
(Gen, xiy. 18, 19). The blessing of 
com and wine given to Jacob, but 
withheld from Esau (G^n. xxyiL 
37). The manna, "what is this ?" 
mysterious food (Exod. xyi. 15). 
The flour and the wine, which, to- 
gether with the Lamb, formed the 
continual burnt-offering (Exod.xxix. 
40 s Ley. xxiiL 13). The cake of 
biirlej bread whidi fell into the 
camp of Midian, and caused Gideon 
to oyerthrow his enemies (Jud. viL 
13). The cake which strengthened 
!EIlijali until he reached the mount 
of God (1 Kings xix. 6). 

Preparation for communicating 
worthily consists of self-examination 
(1 Cor. xi. 28) as to our— I. Faith 
in the reality of Chbist's Presence 
(lb. xi. 29 ; Heb. x. 21) ; 11. Peni- 
tence (Ps. cxxxix. 23, 24 ; Lam. iii. 
40 ; Tit. ii. 11, 12) ; III. Gratitude 
(1 Cor. xi. 26 ; Col. i. 12—14) ; IV. 
Charity (S. Matt. v. 23, 24; 1 Cor. 
v.7,8; 1 a John iv. 11.) 



By communicating unworthily 
(1 dor. xi. 29) we eat and drink our 
own damnation, Le. judgment, ordi- 
narily temporal; if we do not re- 
pent, eternal (lb. xi. 30). The 
reason is because we receiye the 
Body of Chbibt into a soul unfit 
for Its reception^ ///. : A dish of 
strong meat, partaken of by two 
men, one in yigorous health, the 
other sickly and weak, will refi«sh 
the one, but will seriously disagree 
with and injure the other. GHie 
state of the e&ter's health makes no 
difference as to the character of 
the meat, but makes all the dif- 
ference as to the benefit which he 
receiyes by eating. The Sacrament 
is deUyered to worthy and unworthy 
communicants alike with the words, 
"The Body," &c., "The Blood," 
&c. All aUke receiye the same 
Thing, but with different results. 
Hence the danger of receiying un- 
worthily. It is not our worthiness 
which makes the Bread and Wine 
become the Body and Blood of 
Chbist, but the power of the Holy 
Ghost through the act of conse- 
cration by the Priest.
